The decision came during the 
regular city council meeting on January 10, when council 
authorized City Manager James Giese to carry the project 
forward without further council involvement. 
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Special Exception for Child Care 
Facility Returns to City Council

Back in November, Green- 
belt’s city council thought it 
had amicably resolved a 
heated neighborhood issue 
when it recommended that 
the county grant a special 
zoning exception to let Eliz¬ 
abeth A. Sonneveldt contin¬ 
ue operating a child care 
facility in her Lakeside 
Drive home. But there the 
issue was, on the agenda a- 
gain, for council’s regular 
meeting on January 10. The 
county’s Zoning Hearing Ex¬ 
aminer agreed with the zon¬ 
ing exception, but had prob¬ 
lems with two conditions 
that city council wanted at¬ 
tached to the exception. 
Council was being asked 
whether it could agree to al¬ 
ternative solutions. 

Sonneveldt has been running a 
before-and-after-school day care 
facility in Greenbelt for six 
years, including three years at 
her present home. Last year one 
or more Lakeside homeowners 
lodged complaints with the coun¬ 
ty. Sonneveldt found herself 
faced with having to get both a 
county health department license 
and a zoning exception if she 
were to continue operating the 
facility. She already had the 
specialized educational qualifies- 

GHI Board

Moisture dominated the 
January 13 meeting of 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. Board 
of Directors. These includ¬ 
ed moisture as reported by 
members, moisture in attics 
as reported by the Engineer¬ 
ing and Maintenance Com¬ 
mittee, and water in the 
basements of two of the 
newer townhouses. Also cov¬ 
ered at the meeting were the 
window maintenance policy 
and reserves for non-stand¬ 
ard heating systems. 

General Manager Tim Mitter 
announced that mortgage money 
was now available from Commu¬ 
nity Savings and Loan. These 
loans would be available for new 
loans as well as for refinancing 
of balloon mortgages. 

Michael Prosise, Chairman of 
the Engineering and Maintenance 
Committee, presented a report to 
the board stating that “Inspec¬ 
tion reveals extremely damp (al¬ 
most wet) insulation in attics, 
caused by excess moisture evap¬ 
orating through the plasterboard 
ceilings and walls, resulting in 
settling of insulation, which re¬ 
sults in lowered^ R-value, In addi¬ 
tion, and most important, the 
damp insulation promotes rotting 
of the structure and other wood 
surfaces.” 


tions needed for the license.. She 
and her husband began modifying 
their house and yard to meet 
health department rules and reg¬ 
ulations. The issue for city coun¬ 
cil last November, when Sonne¬ 
veldt came forward with her at¬ 
torney and some of her neighbors 
and clients, was whether this 
“business ” use of her home, 
within an area zoned only for 
residential use, should be allowed. 

During the November meeting, 
council listened to homeowner 
objections about commercial use 
of the residence, and about traf¬ 
fic hazards thought to result 
from that use. But council also 
heard that the Lakeside Citizens' 
Association as well as her im¬ 
mediate neighbors fully support¬ 
ed Sonneveldt in continuing her 
child care activities. According to 
Association president David W. 
Lange. “The community has an 
urgent need for such day care 
services and this facility con¬ 
tributes positively to the welfare 
of the neighborhood,” The city's 
Advisory Planning Board also 
recommended approval of the 
zoning exception, reporting that 
"the use. is needed in the com¬ 
munity.” 

Council then agreed to recom¬ 
mend that the county approve 
the special exception to the zon¬ 
ing ordinance, but asked that two 
protective conditions be attached. 
One would restrict the number 
of vehicles permitted in the Son- 


The committee urged the board 
to look into this matter immedi¬ 
ately, The board is already in¬ 
vestigating moisture in the brick 
attics. 

Staff architect Stan Sersen 
demonstrated an air-to-air heat 
exchanger that is reported to re¬ 
duce humidity in the home with¬ 
out a substantial loss of heat. 
This system will be tested in one 
house that has severe mildew 
problems. Member Lois Gorman, 
who has been working in a num¬ 
ber of moisture problem homes, 
disputed the need for this ma¬ 
chine, She stated that by learn¬ 
ing how and when to open win¬ 
dows for ventilation, moisture 
can be controlled without wast¬ 
ing heat. 

During the discussion of the 
window maintenance policy, a 
member questioned why window 
problems took so long to be re¬ 
solved. Mitter stated that the 
window contractor had given 
GHI a very favorable mainte¬ 
nance contract. In exchange, GHI 
is trying to accumulate enough 
complaints to keep a worker busy 
for an entire day. Mitter stated 
that for a serious window prob¬ 
lem, the contractor would send 
someone out immediately. With 
regard to member homes with 
non-standard windows, the board 
favors covering maintenance up 
to the cost of the same repair 
on a standard window. Any addi- 


neveldt driveway at any one time 
for discharging or picking up 
children. The other would limit 
the granting of the exception to 
Sonneveldt and her husband by 
name, so that any subsequent 
owner of the property would not 
be able to use the home for non- 
residential purposes. It was these 
conditions with which the Zon¬ 
ing Hearing Examiner had diffi¬ 
culties, and which city council 
had to reconsider during its Jan¬ 
uary 10 meeting. 

The examiner viewed the pro¬ 
posed limit on the number of cars 
as obvious and unnecessary, be¬ 
cause the Sonneveldt driveway 
can hold no more than two cars 
at once. However, City Manager 
James Giese pointed out to coun¬ 
cil that the owners could enlarge 
the driveway behind the prop¬ 
erty line without needing city 
permission to do so. 

Exception Attached to Land 

As to council's request that the 
special exception be limited to 
the Sonneveldts by name, the 
Zoning Hearing Examiner ad¬ 
vised that a special exception 
cannot run with the property 
owners, but must run with the 
land no matter who owns it. The 
examiner suggested two other 
ways in which the desired control 
over future use might instead be 
assured. One would be to require, 
as a part of the special excep¬ 
tion, that the house must con-

tional costs would be charged to 
the individual member. 

At the Dec. 16 meeting, the 
board passed a motion that would 
have provided the 11 homes with 
non-standard heating systems 
with a maintenance contract. 
The board has now decided that 
they would prefer not to collect 
heating maintenance reserves 
for these homes and asked man¬ 
agement to work up a motion in 
which, for these 11 homes, main¬ 
tenance could be provided on a 
fee-for-service basis. 

An emergency fund allocation 
was authorized to allow for 
drains to be installed in the base¬ 
ments of two of the larger town- 
houses. These two homes have 
been experiencing severe water 
problems in their basements.

The city's right of way through 
Greenbriar is so narrow that any 
planting will have to be on 
Greenbriar property. Although 
the city has had no legal obliga¬ 
tion to do any additional work, 
council agreed in principle some 
months ago that landscaping 
would be added when the resi¬ 
dents decided what they want. 
In a January 4 letter, Clifton 
Brown, president of Greenbriar 
Phase I Board of Directors, gave 
Giese the consensus from a sur¬ 
vey of residents. 

According to Brown, any plant¬ 
ing should be kept low in height. 
No fence should be erected along 
the pathway that would divide 
Greenbriar or make it difficult for 
residents to park their cars and 
freely walk- to their buildings. 
J. Davis, a member of the board, 
amplified the point during the 
council meeting by explaining 
that the residents do not want 
shrubs where the path adjoins a 
parking lot because the shrubs 
would just get trampled as peo-

In addi¬ 
tion, an overhead light will be 
located near the Parkway fence 
line to light the path between 
the overpass and the parking lot.

Pedestrian Overpass 
Nears Completion 

The pedestrian overpass span¬ 
ning the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway should be completed by 
the end of February, according 
to a spokesman for the Federal 
Highway Administration (FHA). 
Delays in meeting FHA welding 
standards, and cold, wet weather 
were responsible for the two-' 
month postponement of the com¬ 
pletion date. The overpass was 
originally contracted to be com¬ 
pleted before the end of 1982. 

All welding specifications have 
now been met and the FHA 
spokesman has reported that the 
welding work is now “near per¬ 
fect.” Railings are presently be¬ 
ing constructed, with asphalting 
and landscaping the only jobs re¬ 
maining before final completion.

He died within four days of com¬ 
ing home to his new family. Be¬ 
tween the time he left his moth¬ 
er, where he received natural 
immunization, and the time he 
was held at the shelter for 6 days 
rather than the required 3 (darn 
those three day holidays, afiy- 
way!) he was exposed to the dis¬ 
ease, and was too young to fight 
off PARVO. 

Barry could have been saved 
had he received a PARVO shot 
at age 6 weeks, or if some other 
dog had at the shelter. 

Instead, they were all aban¬ 
doned, without shots, and jeop¬ 
ardized many other animals. 
Please make your owners give 
you the shot, for the New Year. 
The momentary pain is worth the 
alternatives available. The vet 
says many other dogs are dying, 
and it’s a shame. I miss Barry- 
Vito very much, and wouldn’t 
wish this pain on any other dog 
lover in the world.

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Council Neutral in Zoning Lawsuit, 
Authorizes Purchase of Police Cars

At its regular meeting on Jan. 10, the Greenbelt City 
council looked at proposed changes in Maryland criminal 
law and a new form for volunteer organizations to use in 
their annual request for funds. 

Council also declined to participate in a suit brought 
by owners of a tract of land on the south side oi 1 Good Luck 
Rd., west Qki Kenilworth Ave. In the lawsuit, Del Maso vs. 
Prince Georges County, the owners are attempting to set 
aside the county’s decision to rezone the tract to R55 (single 
family residences) instead of the commercial-office, resi- 
dential-highrise and residential-townhouse zoning which had 
been requested. Greenbelt had been invited by New Carroll¬ 
ton to participate in filing a brief with the court, supporting 
the county’s decision. 


Council considered a letter from 
the Greenbelt Crime Prevention 
Committee. The letter urged 
council to support certain 
changes in Maryland criminal 
law and to pass these recom¬ 
mendations to local representa¬ 
tives in Annapolis. The recom¬ 
mended changes, presented in 
great detail, dealt with (1) mak¬ 
ing the blood alcohol test in a 
drunk driving arrest mandatory, 
including forcible taking of a 
blood sample if the driver refused 
to take the test voluntarily; (2) 
mandatory sentencing of persons 
convicted of breaking into a home 
or building “using a tool of any 
type”; (3) adding drug-related 
cases to the categories of cases 
in which the State has the right 
to appeal the decision of a trial 
judge; (4) mandatory life im¬ 
prisonment of any person con¬ 
victed of three crimes of violence 
in separate offenses (instead of 
three separate terms of confine¬ 
ment, as the law now requires). 

The second recommendation, 
according to the committee’s let¬ 
ter, represents an attempt to dif¬ 
ferentiate between breaking and 
entering by a youngster “on the 
spur of the moment” and the pro¬ 
fessional who prepares his tools 
in advance. City Solicitor Em¬ 
mett H. Nanna, Jr., in a long let¬ 
ter containing comments on the 
Crime Prevention Committee’s 
recommendations, set forth con¬ 
cerns about some of the recom¬ 
mendations, pointing out, for ex¬ 
ample, that making blood tests 
compulsory “in my opinion would 
be clearly violative of a defend¬ 
ant’s constitutional rights. , . .” 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld com¬ 
mented that in supporting these 
recommendations the council 
would be getting out of the city’s 
area of expertise. Mayor pro tern 
Richard Pilski echoed those con¬ 
cerns when he said that the coun¬ 
cil would be going far astray 
when it gets into those areas. 
Acting on the suggestion of 
Councilman Edward Putens, 
council decided to refer the city 
solicitor’s letter to the committee 
and then schedule a work session 
to discuss the points raised in 
the committee’s recommendations. 
No member of the Crime Pre¬ 
vention Committee appeared to 
further explain the recommenda¬ 
tions to council. 

PRAB Questionnaire 

Considerable controversy was 
aroused by an innocuous-appear¬ 
ing Park and Recreation Advis¬ 
ory Board (PR A B) report con¬ 
cerning a revised information 
sheet to be used by volunteer 
Greenbelt recreation organiza¬ 
tions seeking money from the 
city for their programs. Coun¬ 
cilman Thomas X. White objected 
to the draft information sheet on 
the grounds that some of the 
questions appeared to be an in¬ 
trusion into the running of the 
organizations. According to 
White’s statements, he regards 
these volunteer groups as orga¬ 
nizations set up t o provide com¬ 
munity services which, in their 
absence, would be provided by the 


city or result in an unmet need. 
Therefore, he said, he didn’t want 
these groups to have “to jump 
through hoops” to provide infor¬ 
mation to the city. 

Councilman Pilski, on the other 
hand, said that the questions on 
the sheet did no more than pro¬ 
vide, in advance, the same in¬ 
formation which the council gen¬ 
erally elicits by questions during 
the appearance of representatives 
of these groups during budget 
hearings. White agreed that a 
financial statement was a neces¬ 
sary report from the organiza¬ 
tions, but balked primarily at 
asking questions which appeared 
to delve into their policies and 
governance. Weidenfeld, com¬ 
menting on a question about re¬ 
strictions on membership in the 
groups, pointed out that the city 
is contributing money and this 
entitles the city to know about 
the groups’ policies. 

Finally it was agreed that the 
proposed PRAB form would be 
used for one year and that feed¬ 
back from the organizations 
would be considered. 

Council gave first reading to 
an ordinance which would set 
up a deferred compensation sys¬ 
tem for city employees holding 
permanent appointments, the city 
manager and the council mem¬ 
bers themselves. This plan would 
be voluntary and would, City 
Manager James Giese explained, 
cost the city nothing except mi¬ 
nor administrative costs. Con¬ 
tributions to the plan would be 
withheld from the employees’ 
salaries. 

The plan is basically a tax-de¬ 
ferral plan similar to an IRA 
but with more generous limits 
(33% of compensation, up to 
$7500 per year). According to 
Administrative Assistant Mich¬ 
ael McLaughlin, a survey of city 
employees taken about a year 
ago showed that 15-17 employ¬ 
ees would be interested in par¬ 
ticipating in such a deferred 
compensation plan. Giese stated 
that such a plan would be a fu¬ 
ture recruitment incentive since 
city management staff members 
tend to move frequently and do 
not stay in one place long enough 
to build eligibility for local re¬ 
tirement plans. 

In response to a request from 
the Maryland Municipal League 
for nominations to the National 
League of Cities’ policy commit¬ 
tees, the council passed a motion 
to submit the following nomina¬ 
tions to the League: Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld and Mayor pro tern 
Richard Pilski — Transportation, 
Public Safety and Communica¬ 
tions; Councilman White — En¬ 
ergy, Environment and Natural 
Resources; Councilman Putens— 
Finance, Administration and In¬ 
tergovernmental Relations. 

Council also authorized the city 
manager to purchase three new 
police cars. Greenbelt will be 
benefiting from a State of Mary¬ 
land purchase of police cars in 
which Greenbelt can participate 
at an advantageous price. The 
cars—Chevrolet Impala sedans— 


School Board Petitioned 

Several hundred county resi¬ 
dents attended the last of three 
school board budget hearings on 
Monday, January 17 at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. More 
than 50 parents, teachers, and 
organization leaders made pre¬ 
sentations to the school board. 
A number of themes were re¬ 
peated throughout the evening 
including the necessity of fair 
salaries for teachers and other 
school employees and the neces¬ 
sity for increased budgets for 
programs such as the instrumen¬ 
tal music program and the Tal¬ 
ented and Gifted (TAG) pro¬ 
gram. 

Of special interest to Green- 
belters was a presentation by 
Hugh Jascourt, president of the 
Eleanor Roosevelt PTSA. He 
stated that the teacher has to 
be the number one priority in 
the budget, with the second pri¬ 
ority textbooks. He complained 
that the budget included $30,000 
to resod the football field which 
is only used for a few games a 
year but did not budget the same 
amount that was needed to com¬ 
plete a science lab. He made the 
suggestion that the board look 
into the possibility of sharing 
the school fields with the City of 
Greenbelt and ask the City to 
assist in the upkeep.

CARESLivesUp to Its Name; 
Warm Support for All Ages

An oversize clay bowl of apples, grapes and bananas 
graces the enormous conference table in council chambers. 
Periodically we hear the crisp juicy crackle of teeth pierc¬ 
ing an apple’s skin. 


No, this is not a council meet¬ 
ing. It’s the Wednesday night 
work session of Greenbelt 
CARES. It’s a 45 minute gather¬ 
ing of people who are concerned 
with people. It’s an organization’s 
communal sharing. It’s a time to 
learn. 

Tonight Carol Leventhal, 
CARES director, briefly reviews 
the session of the past week, a 
talk from members of the Police 
Department concerning child 
abuse. Comments from the many 
people around this table help to 
synthesize the information gath¬ 
ered, and to determine how it 
can best be used. 

Leo Walder, founder of 
CARER, shares some information 
about aggressive behavior of boys 
and girls, citing results from re¬ 
search he has done. 

No humdrum business meeting, 
this gathering is alive with in¬ 
terest and caring. And more than 
half the people are volunteers. 

When this work session ends, 
family counseling night begins. 
The setting is again council 
chambers, where male-female 
teams counsel families in 45- 
minute segments. “Something is 
enhanced through the space con¬ 
figuration of the council cham¬ 
ber,” Leventhal says. “It’s neigh¬ 
borly and purposeful.” 

Remarkably, this and other 
CARES programs are free. 

The CARES staff consists of 
four full-time paid employees and 
one part-time employee, primar¬ 
ily social workers and psycholo¬ 
gists, and many volunteers. Some 
come from the graduate program 
at the University of Maryland; 
some are psychology interns from 
the VA Hospital. All are people 
who want first-hand work expe¬ 
rience. Volunteers submit appli¬ 
cations and are carefully screen¬ 
ed. “We don’t just take any¬ 
body,” explains Leventhal. 

CARES offers a variety of pro¬ 
grams designed with the com¬ 
munity’s needs in mind. In addi¬ 
tion to the Wednesday night 
family counseling, CARES pro¬ 
vides opportunities for individual 
therapy. Families and individuals 
are assigned to therapists after 
an initial interview. “I make my 
decisions based upon availability, 
demonstrated skill level, knowl¬ 
edge of clients. I try to do most 
of the intakes for that reason,” 
Leventhal says. 

A tutoring program headed by 
Johnnie Franklin matches volun¬ 
teer tutors with persons wanting 
tutoring. As the program depends 
upon the community for its sup¬ 
ply of tutors, there is currently 
a waiting list of persons to be 
tutored. 

Franklin also teaches a GED 
class Tuesday and Thursday 
mornings offered on a semester 
basis. The class is designed to 
prepare high school dropouts for 
GED tests. “That they dropped 
out doesn’t speak to their apti¬ 
tudes,” Leventhal says of these 
“kids who have eperienced failure 
in the public school system.” 

Parent discussion groups, on 
Tuesday nights from 8 to 9:30, 
offer parents six-week support 
and study groups on such topics 
as limit-setting, school perform¬ 
ance and truancy, drug and al¬ 
cohol abuse, communication, peer 
pressure or any other topics for 
discussion requested by the 
group. “What the participants 
bring is what we discuss,” says 
Jim Holmes, co-leader of the 
group with Wendy Wexler. 


“The parent discussion groups 
are superb,” Leventhal says. 
“The people who graduate from 
the groups routinely give high 
evaluations.” According to 
Holmes, parents particularly ap¬ 
preciate the supportive atmos¬ 
phere. 

Groups are not based on any 
one specific approach. Parents 
are introduced to several child 
rearing methods: Gordon’s P.E.T. 
—in particular the I messages 
and communication, Dreikurs’ 
logical consequences, and behav¬ 
ioral contracting. 

“Though CARES is heavily a 
family-oriented agency,” Holmes 
says, “there are some issues that 
come up with adolescents and do 
not require the participation of 
the entire family.” For this pur¬ 
pose adolescent groups, which 
meet on Tuesdays, 5:30 to 6:30 
p.m., handle topics such as fam¬ 
ily and school problems, drug 
and alcohol abuse, and sexuality. 
Teens joining these groups first 
meet with counselors individually 
and may then enroll for six par¬ 
ticipatory sessions. 

Holmes is currently offering a 
new program designed to assist 
people in searching for jobs. He 
will use a behavioral approach 
with on-the-spot reinforcement. 

Groups are forming now for 
CARES programs. Funded by 
matched state and city grants, 
CARES serves all county resi¬ 
dents. It gives preference to 
Greenbelt residents should a 
waiting list situation arise. In¬ 
terested parties should call 345- 
6660.

tinue to be lived in by its owners 
in addition to its use as a day 
care facility. A s their attorney, 
F. Anthony McCarthy, explained 
to council, this proposal if adopt¬ 
ed would mean that the Sonne- 
veldts would not be prevented 
either from renting or selling 
their house. But if they were to 
rent it to someone, the renter 
would be able to use the house 
only as a residence, not as a day 
care facility. And if they were to 
sell the house, the new owner 
would be allowed to continue its 
use as a day care facility only if 
that new owner both lived in the 
house and could meet all the pub¬ 
lic health department licensing 
requirements including the edu¬ 
cational qualifications. 

The other suggestion by the 
examiner was for an agreement 
between the city and the Sonne- 
veldts that should the couple sell 
the property, they would first 
seek to have the special excep¬ 
tion revoked. Michael McLaugh¬ 
lin, city Administrative Assist¬ 
ant, pointed out in a memoran¬ 
dum presented to council that 
such an agreement “has potential 
' enforcement problems should 
both parties lose track of the 
agreement in the future and the 
house is sold. Since the agree¬ 
ment would be with the Sonne- 
veldts, the city would have no 
recourse with new owners. This 
problem may be avoided by hav¬ 
ing the agreement recorded with 
the deed.” McLaughlin added the 
opinion of Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission staff that a requirement 
that the owners live in the house 
would give adequate protection. 

Councilman Thomas White de¬ 
clared, “All council wants to do 
is end the Sonneveldt saga.” He 
proposed that council accept the 
examiner’s suggestion that the 
special exception be conditioned 
on the owners’ living in the 
house. White did not believe an 
agreement recorded with the 
deed would be necessary. He 
also proposed that council’s re¬ 
quest for a limit of two cars in 
the driveway be continued. These 
proposals by White were accept¬ 
ed unanimously by council to be 
forwarded to the examiner; 
whereupon Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
told Elizabeth Sonneveldt, “You 
have our blessings — don’t come 
back to us, please!”

Within a month 
of his 18th birthday, a young man 
should go to the post office, pick 
up a simple registration form 
from the postal clerk, fill it out, 
then hand it back to the clerk. 
The procedure takes about five 
minutes.
